NO DEDDINGTON NEWS IN AUGUST. 


ANNUAL PARISH MEETING 18 MAY 1994. WINDMILL CENTRE 


About 55 parishioners attended this opportunity for the PC to report to the 
Parish, and parishioners to question the PC and meet the newly elected Council. The 
Chairman summarised the achievements (and a few omissions!) of the past four years: 


ENVIRONMENT Provision of: flower beds, hanging baskets, etc.; play areas; water 
supply to allotments; footpath from Hempton to Deddington; additonal litter bins 
and seats. The Clifton-Deddington footpath will be renovated as soon as possible. 
The appointment of Village Steward has greatly benefited the appearance of village. 
HOLLY TREE CLUB totally refurbished prior to being transferred to PC. WINDMILL 
CENTRE Major extensions include main hall, new lounge and viewing area, improved 
kitchen, office for Parish Clérk. New bowling green soon available. CHURCH New 
kitchen and toilets. FOOTHPATHS Permission from some landowners still awaited for 
creation of circular path round Parish. 

COAT OF ARMS ceremony generally considered great success. Major undertaking of 
VILLAGE APPRAISAL completed. No PRECEPT levied for past two years. BUS TOKENS for 
senior citizens and GRANTS for young people for further education. 

Still in the pipeline: TRAFFIC CALMING IN EARLS LANE - plans awaited; TOWN HALL 
refurbishing; TINY TOTS PLAY ARFA, the latter to be a priority. Some delays in 
progress due to time limit on grants that would have been lost if not taken up. 


DISCUSSION AND QUESTIONS ~- Parishioners’ points of view 
Traffic calming Concern expressed at emphasis on and cost of traffic calming in 


_Earls Lane and its possible effect on increasing traffic through village. In view 


of school, health centre and speeding traffic Earls Lane residents strongly in 
favour of action. Suggestion that speed limit sign should be put up in first 
instance. Traffic calming should apply to village as whole. Parking was creating 
dangers, eg. in Hempton road opposite Daedings. Hempton Meeting Place Confirmation 
that application for grant to provide toilet facilities for schoolroom behind 
church, pending completion of necessary gutter and damp course work now in hand, 
still stands. Footpaths Unlike other areas, some in Parish are almost impossible 
to find, though legal rights of way. PC can make recommendations to County Council 
for action on any such footpaths brought to their notice. Toddlers Park A 
petition with about 175 signatures was presented backing urgent need for this 
facility. Existing play areas not intended for ‘and can be hazardous for under- 
fives. Deddington Youth Club Now thriving after three years voluntary hard work 
but hire cost of Windmill may jeopardise future. f 


VOTE OF THANKS to the Parish Council was proposed by the Rev. Ken Reeves for all 
the work done on our behalf, acknowledging impossibility of pleasing everyone! 
Members of retiring and new PC were introduced to Parishioners.

PARISH APPRAISAL 18 MAY 1994 WINDMILL CENTRE 


Chairman of Village Appraisal Committee Jim Flux began by expressing thanks to the 
late Dr. Bill Mace who, as PC Chairman, instigated the project; to the present 
committee Geoff Todd, Betty Hill, James Marmion, Maureen Dew, Angela Waller; to the 
PC and many others who have helped in various ways - and to the the 66% of 
households (about 1000) in the Parish who responded, not only by filling the 
questionnaires but providing additional comments amounting to 55 typed pages! ‘Two 
copies have been made of all findings, graphs, charts and comments: one with the 
PC, one to be placed in the library for reference. 


The presentation lasting nearly an hour provided a fascinating insight into the 
views, wishes, dislikes - and a few grouses ~- of the parish as a whole. The 
following summary covers a selection of facts and a resume of the Committee's 
Recommendations. 


A summary of the Village Appraisal's findings, with photographs, graphs, etc. 
will be on sale at nominal cost from about mid-June. More details in July issue. 


Housing. PC to campaign for Parish opinion to be recognised. Employment Encourage 
development of local small size employment opportunities (it was Seek that a high 


percentage work at home or in village). Education i) Improve Community Education 
opportunities; ii) Co-ordinate with Village School Governors to ensure school can 
accommodate growing numbers. Environment Reassess location and availability of 
re-cycling facilities. Health Develop closer liaision with Health Centre; 
encourage expansion of range of services and ensure wide publicity in Parish. (Many 
found to be unaware of range of existing services.) Emergency Services Pass input 
and comments to relevant authorities (revealed that 140 houses have no smoke 
detectors; many would like to see village bobby's presence more visible). 

Services Encourage opening of general Chemist service; ii) install public toilets 
in Market Square. Leisure i) Encourage/help Windmill improve its 'publicity'; 

ii) Help/encourage formation of new clubs (swimming and rambling rated highest). 
Transport/Highways i) Work with Bus Companies to maintain services (significant 
number depend on buses); ‘ii) Explore ways of rationalising/maximising parking; 
iii) Explore ways of traffic calming throughout the Parish (81% thought there was a 
problem) iv) Clear/install Clifton-Deddington footpath. Information Review 
methods of providing timely “communication” particularly on Council Activities; 
make full use of Deddingtori News. Religion Church regarded as important for 
worship and/or heritage; more use could be made for drama, concerts, etc. but 
without abusing primary role. Local Government i) Explore ways of improving PR on 
activities and decisions; ii) Lobby CDC on parish concerns re planning etc.; iii) 
Review programme of activities resulting from use of Parish fund to ensure as wide 
a range of people as possible benefit. (Concern shown especially regarding needs of 
very young and the elderly.) 


Only 8% came to the village to retire; preference for country life motivated most 
people. The Community was regarded as the most important aspect of the Parish by 
52%. As to how it should develop, 59% (covering all age groups) would like us to 
maintain the status quo; about 45% want a working community. Obviously to get a 
proper perspective it's necessary to read the whole report - and gain a fascinating 
insight on what makes us tick...

WALKING AROUND

3. THE GRAND TOUR 


This is a rather more ambitious walk 
of about 54 miles, possibly even a 
little more, but it really does take 
you around the Parish. 

The first part, starting down Chap- 
man's Lane, I described in April. 
Where I have marked "A" on this map 
turn right instead of left on the 
bridleway along a broad grassy 
stretch between hedges. At the end 
turn sharp left and keep along the 
edge of the field. At the corner is 

a gap and one of the rare blue arrows 
to direct you straight across a large 
field past a tree on the left toa 
wooden gate visible in the distance. 
Remember to close. it after you as 
there are often sheep in the field, 
on and ensure your dog is under control. 
GATE 
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You strike across to the right along 
a narrow track curving round the side 
< of the hill, down to a wooden gate on 
9 Bow ane @RiwGE the left. The approach can be very 
muddy in wet weather. Nearby on the right a stream winds down to Bowman's Bridge, 
a small stone structure. The gate leads into a field along which is a fairly 
rough path beside a tall hedge and the occasional tree. At the end of the field 
another wooden gate bears a Bridleway sign. The next field had recently been 
tilled; throughout the winter it was full of sheep. There is now a broad grassy 
path along the edge which takes you round to a large metal gate. Through this you 
will find quite a wide, though rutted, pathway beside a field with a barbed wire 
fence on your right. At the end another gate, invariably open, leads into the 
long, grassy, in places rather muddy lane up to Clifton. The Thames Water Works 
are on your left and the anglers on your right just before you enter the village. 
The distance so far is about 3 miles; allow a good 55 minutes. 

You can return on the Clifton Road, but I find it much more interesting to cross 
over to Tithe Lane and venture out into the country. (There is an alternative 
footpath further down the road towards Aynho which leads to a stile about % mile up 
Tithe Lane just past Hazel Hedge. It is not easy to find your way here, though). 
It is quite a long walk up Tithe Lane. After about % hour a broad gravel up-hill 
path going off to the left is not a right-of-way. You should go on till you see 
some derelict farm buildings ahead and then turn into the field on your left and 
climb steeply keeping close to the hedge on your right. ~ At. the top on the corner 
is a gap with a splendid view: the Stilgoe farm with its dominant blue Silo tower, 
) and both Adderbury and King's Sutton churches can be seen from here. Bear left 

| and follow the pathway to the top of the gravel up-hill path where on the corner , 
looms a large black storage tank. Turn left here and soon right, along a wide 

. track down to the farm buildings at Field Barn. On this section you can be exposed 
| to some penetrating Westerlies. You will then come on to the very clean concrete

roadway that comes out on the Clifton Road beside Castle Farm. However, the last 
section is not a right-of~way and you should bear right through the last two 
fields, crossing the wooden bridge between them. You arrive at the stile on the 
corner near Earl's Lane. Allow 55 minutes from Clifton. 

I sometimes park my car at the Duke of Cumberland and then do the whole circuit ~ 
after which I am ready for "the filthiest ale and the most disgusting food!"

Notes on meeting, April 27th., Town Hall, 7.30p.m. 

Urgent Business: Complaint received from playgroup that Design Gro employees working at the 
Windmill site had thrown some debris over the playgroup fence. Immediate action is to be taken. 
Coat of Arms Day: Letters of thanks are to be written to all who helped on April 16th., including 
the Fire Service and the Holcombe Hotel.Several visiting dignitaries have already written to say 
how much they enjoyed the day. At his particular request, a sample of pudd'n'pie is to be sent to the 
Lord Lieutenant. 

Environment and Recreation: 1)50% of the allotments are still available for letting. The Clerk is 
to negotiate with Lane Fox on the small increase demanded in the land rent. 2) Signed agreements 
from the farmers involved are required to complete the route of the circular walk before the 
available grant can be claimed. 3)In response to a request from Clifton, the Council is to pursue the 
question of extending the 30 mile per hr limit. This will require the provision of at least 1 extra 
street light.4)The village skip will continue to be placed fortnightly in Cosy Lane in 1994-1995. 
The dates are to be displayed on the Town Hall notice board. 5)Preliminary judging of the Best 
Kept Village competition will take place on May 15th. 6) It is proposed to name the new 
all-weather pitch at The Windmill Centre in memory of the late Cr R Barlow 

Traffic Calming, Earl's Lane:Of 19 letters sent to the inhabitants of Earl's Lane, 12 of the 13 
answered were in favour of such action. It is proposed that a design service be requested from CDS. 
Grants Sub-Committee: The annual report of the Deddington Players was accepted. The Council 
thanked them for their contribution to the life of the village. ; 

Holly Tree Club: Work on the building is now complete and the premises are available for letting.

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THE WAY WE WERE Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood. 
Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for the month of June 1844; 


10th JUNE - I was in London and visited the Bell Foundry at Whitechapel and paid 
them £ 50 on account of Bodicote bells. I saw and heard 3 or 4 fine toned bells 
prepared for York Minster and the New Exchange. 

14th JUNE ~ Drove to see poor dear Mrs. Cotton again at her special request — she 
was comfortable and composed, and though very weak indeed on the whole better. 

Mr. Griffin commenced giving her quinine as a tonic today. She was much pleased 
to see me as I was also to see her, and talked of Mr. Cotton, Susan and our dear. 
children. Susan had a headathe again. 

15th JUNE - Haymaking, we carried The Slade, 3 loads of hay only. Clarke the 
Schoolmaster came down on business. 

18th JUNE ~ The 30th Anniversary of the ever memorable Battle of Waterloo. The 
Oxford Grand Commemoration commenced today with the Infirmary Sermon at St. Mary's 
preached by the Bishop of Chichester, Dr. Gilbert. We were prevented from being 
there by the illness of poor Mrs. Cotton, which began five weeks ago today. 

21st JUNE ~- John Busby of Deddington came on business. I granted him a summons in 
an assault case. 

22nd JUNE - Busied amongst the Haymakers all day, we carried the little meadow in 
capital order and finished Plank Meadow} 

24th JUNE - I received Willy's character from Marlborough School - a good one I 
- rejoice to say. | 


...»-AND HERE IS A RESPONSE TO OUR APPEAL FOR MEMORIES OF EXACTLY 50 YEARS AGO: 


As a "D Day Dodger" I have a clear memory of where I was on that day in June 1944 
and how I came to hear about the event. I was an unwilling guest of the Third 
Reich, having been put in the bag in the Dodecanese Islands in November 1943. On 
this day I was one of approximately 2500 prisoners in Oflag 79 at Braunschweig in 
Germany. At about 11 a.m. when I was on my weekly stint of duty as an assistant 
librarian in our camp library, a friend sidled up and whispered the news that there 
had been an Allied landing in Normandy early that morning. Our internal secret 
radio had picked up the news from a BBC broadcast earlier. 


For security reasons we normally had only one news reading per day controlled by a 
very strict procedure, but because this piece of news was so important to us, it 
was released with less security attention, but without much detail. The routine 
evening "Canary” would and did give us the glad news in much more detail. 

We had a German news bulletin daily, which was used to camouflage our own BBC 
information, but it contained only that which our gaolers wished us to hear. They 
did not release the D Day landing news until about 4 days later. Morale, by 
midday, shot up throughout the whole camp but was due to fall again to a very low 
ebb as the inevitable prisoners or "Kriegies" as we termed ourselves, began to come 
in to swell our numbers. Little did we know, but we had to endure another 11 
months before liberation. TED JOHNSON, Duns Tew

FROM CLIFF SMITH, THE DAEDINGS, DEDDINGTON 

At a special meeting of the Parish Council at the Town Hall on 30th March, the 
Councillors present voted unanimously to endorse proposals for the reorganisation 
of Local Government under which the County Council would be abolished and its 

powers transferred to four new ‘all purpose' authorities based on the existing 
District Councils. It is not clear how many Parish Councillors attended,nor whether 
a Parish submission to this effect is to be made to the Local Government Commission. 
I hope that when the Parish Council as a whole considers the'matter, any proposal 
for change will be critically examined. While no one would claim that the present 
system is perfect,it has worked tolerably well now for twenty years and at a time 

of acute fiscal deficit the huge expenditure of this reorganisation is a luxury 

we cannot afford. y 

We are told by both the County and District Councils that their respective proposals 
for change will save monéy but the same was said of previous reorganisations, 

yet the bills have continued to rise. Taking the District Councils' proposal for 
four all-purpose authorities, can we really accept that the savings will offset 

the costs involved, (eg. four times the number of chief officers, extra offices, 
etc.)? Is the government (which set the ball rolling on the present review on 
spurious grounds ) likely to allow strategic planning and major services such 

as education and social services, to be operated over areas/populations as low 

as the four proposed Oxfordshire authorities? Would the Department of Transport 
entrust maintenance of the County's trunk roads and motorways, (at present a County 
Council responsibility) to four separate authorities ? 

I hope very much that whatever proposals the Commission comes up with, the Parish 
Council and your readers, (who will shortly have the opportunity to comment directly), 
will consider the do-nothing option and not be seduced by either the District 
Council proposal, or indeed by the County alternative.
